“ FLAG CASE'’ DISMISSED IN 
CIRCUIT COURT SATURDAY 


Raymond Vick, Defendant, is Not Re­ 
quired to Stand Retrial on Charge 


of Shooting Flag. 


The case of the state of Indiana 
against Raymond N ick was dismissed 
in circuit court Saturday because of 
the absence of the prosecuting wit­ 


ness. 
The defendant was 
charged 
with mutilating an American flag

said he would not be warranted in 
holding the defendant because of the 
absence of tin1 witness.

At Least That Seerrs to Be the Private 


Opinion of Many Officials and Con­ 
gressmen 
in 
Washington, Though 


Publicly the Most of These Officials 
Decline to Comment on This Very 
Important Subject. 


Washington, Jan. 6.—Advices to th<- 
state department from Mexico are 
practically nil, according to -'official.1' of 
that department. 
Nothing of import­ 
ance has been received from any quar­ 
ter of Mexico, it was stated. 


Washington, .Tan. 5.—It is th* opin­ 
ion of a large pail of official Washing­ 
ton that intervention In 
M e x i c o 
is 
bound to come 
as a logical con - e- 
quence of the present relations of tho 
United States with the souther n re­ 
public. 
The cable bearing the announcement 
that the Liondon Spectator, one of the 
most conservative journals in England 
had advocated armed intervention bv 
the United States created something 
of a sensation in Washington. 
Pri­ 
vately many officials here and many 
members 
of congress declare 
that 
eventually the United States will go 
Into Mexico to restore peace. 
Publicly 
most of these officials decline to com­ 
ment on the subject. 
This question was put to a number 
of senators and representatives and 
officials connected with th*- admin! 
tration: 
“What shall we do with Mexico?"

Most of them refused to an>wer, bul ; 
In a number of Interviews the question I 
Is discussed. 
The inquiry disclosed that President j 
Wilson 
had practically pledged all 
members of the .senate committee c ; 
foreign relation;- not to discuss the 
Mexican situation. 
Tlii3 was admitted 
by two or three senators approached. 
Even Senator Fall of New Mexico, who j 
has had some decided opinions as to j 
the duty of the United States in deal­ 
ing with the situation, has maintained 
a discreet silence. 
It is not likely, however, that the j 
embargo of silence will he respected 
very much longer unless the i>olicy of 
the administration takes more definite 
form or congress is given some definite j 
information as to what will be done 
toward restoring peace. 
Some oi the congressional leaders 
are hopeful that when the president j 
returns to Washington following his J 
conference with John Lind, that he j 
may have a new policy that will meet 
the situation.

The new rule" adopted by the board 
of health and endorsed by the fire 
marshal 
provide,

exit* a lid doors to be used in Indiana 
school houses. 


They definitely state no building 
"hall be more limn two stories high, 


a b o v e the basement. 
Furnace and 
boiler room must be of tire-proof con­ 
struction and 
no closets shall' be 
placed immediately under stairways. 


The provisions given 
for 
all en­ 
trance and exit doors, as set forth 
in the new rules read as follows: 


“ All entrance and exit doors s h a l l 
be equipped with automatic opening 
devices, and with hardware of such 
kind as to be a l w a y s unlockable 1 rom 
within.

Sharp angles in stairway walls are 
forbidden by tile board of health, and 
all walls connecting entrance* and 
exit doorways are required to extend 
directly from doorways to stairways 
witli a slight curve, instead of an 
angle or a corner.
